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MEMORIES OF 
ABBEY by Caroline Biggs 


The local history book collecting vivid memories 
of East Barnwell's past is taking shape. It is 
becoming a book that looks both forward as 

well as back. A Century of Memories is the 

work of local historian Caroline Biggs - 

although she prefers to say the community is 

the author, rather than her. Caroline, has spent 

18 months interviewing local people and 

trawling the archives of the Cambridge Evening 
News. Her conclusion: “Barnwell was a self- 
sufficient little village with a richer history than 
people think." 

Admitting that the booklet is still developing, she 
said her original idea was to bring back a sense of 
community that Abbey might have lost. “It's 
fragmented by a major road, and people tend to 
be a bit territorial about where they live. What 
they do have is a shared past, and many of them 
aren't aware of this." 

In the forward, Caroline says: “We hope that this 
book will bring back warm memories of the past 
and encourage others to record their personal 
memories to share with future generations of 
Abbey and East Barnwell residents.” 

The booklet, a joint venture between the Barnwell 
and Fen Ditton Local History Society and 
Community Development, started life as a local 
history project at the Community Café. 

"I found a lot of interest from people of all ages," 
said Caroline. "What came out is the tremendous 
community spirit that certainly used to exist,

An Action Plan was launched on 19 May to help preserve

environment in line with the declarations made at the Earth Summit in 
Rio in 1992.
